Neal Co-Sponsoring 
Baseball Park Bill; 
Fenway Included 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
(D-Massachusetts) has co-sponsored legislation 
that seeks to preserve and maintain America’s 
historic baseball parks, including: Fenway Park in 
Boston; Yankee Stadium in New York; Tiger 
Stadium in Detroit; and Wrigley Field in Chicago. 

The bill, introduced last week by Congressman 
David Bonior of Michigan, would prohibit the 
demolition of these classic stadiums by making 
them part of the National Park System. 

The legislation, the National Historic Ball Park 
Act (HR 2626), would authorize the Secretary of In- 
terior to acquire a ball park only if the park owners 
first decide they want to sell or demolish the park, 
and then only with the full consent of the owners. 

The bill would establish a National Historic Ball 
Park Acquisition Advisory Commission to recom- 
mend methods of financing park acquisition such 
as donations, funding from foundations, user 
fees, and souvenir sales. Upon acquisition, the 
stadiums would then be made part of the National 
Park System. 

“Some of my fondest memories are of after- 
noons spent watching baseball games in ball 
parks such as Fenway Park and Yankee Stadium. 
These classic symbols of the golden age of 
baseball should be preserved and treasured for 
generations of fans to come,” said Neal. 

He continued, ‘They (the ball parks) serve as a 
reminder that in an earlier age baseball was 
played in the city, outdoors on grass, and simply 
for the love of the game.” 

Congressman Neal has also seen games in 
Wrigley Field and Tiger Stadium, and as a youth 
visited the Polo Grounds in New York, Ebbets 
Field in Brooklyn before they were destroyed. 

He also cited Forbes Field in Pittsburg, Shibe 
Park in Philadelphia, Crosley Field in Cincinnati, 
and Griffith Stadium in Washington as further ex- 
amples of baseball landmarks lost to demolition.

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Mrs. Willis Seeks 
To Expand Business 


Agawam Town Councilor and mayoral can- 
didate Joanne H. Willis has called for assertive ef- 
forts to bring business and industry to Agawam, 
and to retain local business and allow for their ex- 
pansion. 

She said, “We can no longer depend on random 
luck to attract business and industry to Agawam. 
We must create a local economy that’s less 
dependent on state and federal aid.” 

To accomplish this goal, Willis suggests an ag- 
gressive marketing approach which would 
highlight Agawam’s strategic location via dif- 
ferent transportation points, the quality.and skills 
of Agawam’s workforce, and Agawam’s affor- 
dability and liveability as a place to work and raise 
a family. 

Willis would establish a strong public-private 
partnership to insure the highest level of coopera- 
tion between. the town: of Agawam and local 
business. She cited her years as the Ordinance 
Committee chairperson, during which she 
notified the business community through the 
press, the Agawam Chamber of Commerce, and 
the Agawam Rotary Club of upcoming proposals 
affecting local business. 

In order to foster a better climate between the 
business community and the town, Willis would 
avoid over-regulation at the local level. 

“After two years of study by the town ad- 
ministration and the Town Council, | proposed an 
amendment to the backflow and cross- 
connection ordinance which eliminated the man- 
datory local requirement not contained within the 
state regulations,” she stated, adding, “This 
amendment broke the impasse between the 
Johnson administration and local businesses 
while protecting the public water supply.” 

Willis would also examine the feasibility of 
streamlining the permitting procedures for 
business and industry and of expanding local ser- 
vices to attract new industry to Agawam. She 
lamented the 6.7% unemployment rate in 
Agawam (970 persons unemployed) and the 
number of empty offices and storefronts, but 
believes that a positive approach will bear 
economic dividends down the road. 

Willis concluded, “Expanding our tax base and 
providing good-paying jobs will create a healthy 
economy for our future.”

Hospital Cautions 
To Be Careful Of FE 
Summertime BBQs a 


The barbecue season is in full swing in many 
back yards, thanks to the sunny and hot weather 
we've been having this summer. But, some health- 
conscious eaters may have concerns about the 
possible cancer risks associated with summer 
barbecues, said Judy Dowd, R.D., a registered 
dietitian in Baystate Medical Center’s Depart- 
ment of Outpatient Nutrition. 

A number of environmental contaminants such 
as pesticides and polycyclic aromatic hydrocar- 
bons (PAHs) have been shown to cause cancer in 
test animals. PAHs have also been linked to an in- 
creased risk of stomach cancer among persons 
who eat grilled, smoked, cured, and pickled foods 
on a regular basis. 


PAHs are found in smoke created when dripp- 
ing fat hits the hot coals, Dowd explained. Ex- 
cessive salt found in many fatty, cured meats 
such as bacon and sausage can enhance the ab- 
sorption of PAHs. PAHs are also found in 
alcoholic beverages, Dowd added. 

Dowd said you don’t have to cancel your out- 
door barbecue, but it is wise to consider some 
precautions when grilling outdoors this summer. 
She noted that in addition to limiting alcohol and 
salt consumption at the barbecue, you can further 
reduce PAHs in grilled foods by:

Electricity Causes Fires | 


We rely on electricity to do so many things in 
our daily lives ... from that first cup of coffee in the 
morning to the nightly news before we go to bed, 


To keep you and your family safe from electrical 
fires, the Agawam Fire Department encourages 
you to use the following guidelines: 

e When you shop for appliances or tools, look 


ie., Underwriters Laboratories (UL) or Factory 
Mutual (FM), on the box or appliance itself. 

e If an appliance is hot to the touch, sparks or 
does not operate properly, unplug it immediately 
and have it repaired or replaced. 

° Portable appliances shauld only be plugged 


them unplugged. 
e On appliances with removable power cords, 


and wires and replace when necessary. Take care 
not to kink, twist or cut any cord. 
e lf an appliance has a three-prong plug, do not 


“ f : cutting off the third prong or bending it out of the

way. 
e Keep appliances clean and lubricated accor- 


: ding to the manufacturer’s instructions. 


e Minimize the use of extension cords. They are 
designed for temporary use only and should be 
the right capacity for the tools or appliances on 
which they are used. 

e If you are experiencing problems with blown 
fuses or tripped circuit breakers, have a qualified 
electrician check your electrical system. 

lf you have an electrical fire, remember you 
shouldn’t use water to extinguish it. You could 
receive a severe shock. If you know the fire’s 
source is electrical, turn the power off or pull the 
plug. 

If the fire is small, put it out, but be prepared to 
evacuate the area and call the fire department. If 
you can’t turn the power off, a multi-purpose 
(ABC); dry chemical extinguisher can be used. 

As long as it’s used safely, electricity can great- 
ly improve the quality of life.

Beginners as well as experienced 
composters will benefit from a fine-tuning and 
troubleshooting session included in the program.

“Home composting is an easy and practical 
way for many households to help solve our solid 
waste disposal problems,” said John Majercak, 
Valley Composting Coordinator at CET. ‘‘Food 
and yard waste make up about 30% of the 
average garbage can. Composting these wastes 
saves valuable landfill space and saves towns 
money by avoiding transportation and disposal 
fees,” he said. 

In addition, the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) banned leaves 
from landfills and incinerators in December 1991 
and extended the ban to cover yard waste as of 
April 1st of this year.

Now is the time to put 
your fears behind you and come forward. The 
American Bar Association (ABA) has joined the 
IRS in their effort to assist non-filers coming back 
into the tax system. 

The ABA in conjunction with the IRS has 
established a_hot-line (1-800-624-4374) for low- 
income taxpayers to receive free legal assistance. 


Taxpayers whose income is below $25,000, can 
call the hot-line and get a free consultation with a 
tax lawyer from the American Bar Association. 

Non-filing taxpayers who have sought advice 
from the ABA, felt reassured about coming to the 
IRS and receiving assistance with prior year 
returns. Remember, the hot-line is for legal 
assistance only. For tax information, contact your 
local IRS office.

said, ‘We recognize there are many reasons why 
taxpayers have not filed. These reasons include 
procrastination and fear or inability to pay.” 

Individuals and businesses who voluntarily 
reenter the tax system, or enter for the first time, 
will find IRS eager to help them file the necessary 
tax returns. “IRS is not offering an amnesty pro- 
gram. Penalties will be assessed, unless you can 
prove reasonable cause, and interest will accrue. 
However, we will work out installment payments 
and offers in compromise to help non-filers who 
cannot pay their liability in full,’’ said Esposito. 

Since late October, more than 155,000 people 
have called the IRS about filing prior year forms 
and another 58,000 individuals visited IRS offices 
to get information and assistance with their 
returns. Nearly 45% of those late filers who have 
sent in returns received refunds. 

The IRS reminds late filers that refunds must be 
claimed within three years from the original due 
date.

Delectably Vegetarian 


Years ago | became convinced that, given my 

family’s overwhelming history, it was time to start 
Cutting back on foods that reportedly contribute 
to hypertension and heart disease and experiment 
with vegetarian foods. 
_ It was surprisingly easy, and with a few ad- 
justments to keep the fat content down, life was 
remarkably healthy and pleasant. | had a waistline 
and being a vegetarian made me feel ... well, sort 
of funky, like | did when | was back wearing bell 
bottoms and beads years ago. 

| have gone back to a vegetarian diet, although | 
am now too old to feel especially funky about 
much of anything. 

PASTA E FAGIOLI 

(Serves 6) 

3 tablespoons olive oil 
1 large onion, chopped 
2 carrots, sliced into half moons 
2 stalks of celery, sliced 
2 cloves of garlic, minced 
2 small zucchini, sliced into half moons 
Ya pound spinach 
3 ay chopped pium tomatoes with liquid (28 oz. 
can 
15 oz. canned canellini beans with liquid (or 1 cup 
cooked dried beans) 
Ya cup chopped fresh parsley 
2 talespoons chopped fresh basil (or 1 teaspoon 
dried) 
Oregano (optional) 
Freshly ground black pepper to taste 
1 pound short, chunky pasta (ziti, spiral, or shell) 
Grated Parmesan cheese (optional) 
Olive oil (optional) 

Heat the olive oil in a large pot. Saute the onion, 
carrots, and celery for a few minutes. Add the 
ue zucchini, and any dried herbs you’re using. 

aute, stirring occasionally. 

A few minutes later, add the spinach and cook 
until just wilted. Mix in the tomatoes and white 
beans. Add water to make it the consistency. you 
‘ike. Flavor with parsley, fresh herbs, and black 
pepper. Simmer gently for 15-20 minutes while 
you cook the pasta. 

Cook this pasta and dente in a large pot of boil- 
ing water. Drain. 

In individual pasta bowls, serve pasta topped 
with the “bean soup.” If desired, top with grated 
Parmesan cheese and drizzle on a little olive oil.

Pasta e Fagioli is one of my favorite vegetarian 
dishes because it can be made with such a variety 
of vegetables and spices. I’ve made this many dif- 
ferent ways, and it’s always good. Nutritionally, 
it’s packed with vitamins, and fat content can be 
kept to a minimum. 

The combination of beans and pasta (or grains) 
is a good one, as it combines different amino 
acids to create a more complete protein. At one 
time, the issue of the quality of proteins was of 
major concern to the vegetarian community, 
although current research seems to show that itis 
not that critical. 

While care should be taken in assuring that 
adequate nutrients are provided in a full-time 
vegetarian’s diet, as a part-time venture it’s a 
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good bet for weight contro! and a healthy heart. 


_The following recipe for Chili Rico has a slightly 
different twist in that it calls for the addition of 
picante sauce and contains cinnamon and cocoa. 
The chili was created by the Pace Picante Sauce 
test kitchens in San Antonio, Texas. 

The cocoa adds a very different taste to the 
shili; you may want to start with a more conser- 
vative amount as a test. 

CHILI RICO 

(Serves 6) 
1 medium onion, chopped 
2 cloves of garlic, minced 
2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
28 oz. can whole tomatoes, undrained and coarse: 
ly chopped 
a 16 oz. cans, red kidney beans, rinsed and drain- 
1-12 oz. can,.whole kernel corn, drained 
Ye cup picante sauce 
1% teaspoons ground cumin 
1 teaspoon oregano leaves, crushed 
1 teaspoon unsweetened cocoa 
% teaspoon cinnamon 
1 red or green bell pepper, cut into 2 inch slices 
Sour cream (optional) 
Chopped green onions (optional) ; 

*Cook onion and garlic in oil in large saucepan 
or Dutch oven until onion is tender but not brown. 
Add remaining ingredients except red pepper and 
optional toppings; bring to a boil. 

Reduce heat, cover and simmer 20 minutes. Stir 
in red pepper; continue to simmer uncovered 5 
minutes or until desired consistency. Ladle into 
bowls; top as desired and serve with additional 
picante sauce. 

Makes 6 servings, about 7% cups of chili. 


Vegetarian eating can be an adventure into new 
tastes and textures. Chinese, Italian, and Eastern 
Cuisines all lend themselves well to vegetarian 
eating. 

The following recipe for Black-Eyed Peas and 
Rice is a variation of a Southern dish called Hop- 
pin’ John. The recipe is thought to be African in 
origin, the original recipe cooked with salt pork 
and served on New Year’s Day, when it is said to 
bring good luck. 

This version is made a day ahead and makes a 
good vegetarian lunch. 

BLACK-EYED PEAS AND RICE SALAD 

(Serves 8) 

3 cups hot cooked (boiled) rice 

1% cups cooked black-eyed peas or 10 oz. frozen 

black-eyed peas (cooked according to directions) 

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 

1 teaspoon salt (or to taste) 

Freshly ground black pepper 

3 tablespoons red wine vinegar 

*% cup extra-virgin olive oil , 

1 medium onion, minced 

1 clove of garlic, minced 

1 large carrot, peeled and grated 

Y% cup minced chives or parsley 

1 head of radicchio or Boston lettuce (for garnish) 

Cook the rice and the peas in advance. 

To prepare the vinaigrette, whisk the mustard, 
salt, pepper and vinegar until well mixed. Dribble 
in the oil while whisking. Toss the black-eyed 
peas and the rice with the vinaigrette until 
everything is nicely coated. Mix in the onion, 
garlic, carrot, and chives (or parsley). 

Bring to room temperature before serving. This 
dish can be prepared a day ahead and 
tefrigerated, covered. Place in a bowl and sur- 
round with lettuce leaves; serve at room 
temperature.

The following recipe comes from Eat More, 
Weigh Less by Dean Ornish, M.D. Dr. Ornish and his 
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researchers have been able to scientifically prove 
that heart disease can actually be reversed by his 
program of exercise, relaxation techniques, and 
diet. The diet is vegan; that is, without meat, eggs, 
or dairy products, and very low in fat. 

Polenta is a staple of Italy. Among many ways 
of serving, it can be presented hot, where it has a 
soft consistency, or cooled and cut into squares 
and fried. 

Polenta is an extremely versatile food, which in 
and of itself is not incompatible with healthy-style 
meals. Although true Italian polentais served as a 
first or Second course, or even as an appetizer, 
this version is presented as a main dish. 

POLENTA ALLA VENEZIANA 
(Serves 4) 
4 cups cold water or vegetable stock (or more as 
needed) 
eee coarse cornmeal for polenta 
a 


Freshly ground black pepper 

1 cup brown vegetable stock (recipe follows) or 
water , 

1 cup diced yellow onions 

2%2 cups asparagus, Cut into 1-inch lengths 

4 cups thickly sliced mushrooms 

1% cups diced plum tomatoes (optional) 

2 tablespoons finely chopped fresh parsley 

2 teaspoons finely mincedtaarite 

1 tablespoon grated lemon zest 

Stir the water or stock and cornmeal together in 
a large, heavy saucepan. Cook over low heat, stirr- 
ing often and scraping the bottom of the pot, until 
the mixture is thick and no longer feels grainy on 
the tongue, about 30 minutes. If it still feels grainy 
and all the liquid has been absorbed, add more 
vegetable stock (or water), stirring it in well. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper. Keep warm 
over hot water. 

Keep the polenta in a soft state by adding water 
or stock from time to time. Or pour it into a sheet 
pau lined with baker’s parchment. Refrigerate. 

hen firm, turn out onto a work surface and cut 
into triangles or finger lengths; warm in the oven 
or broiler. 

Bring the brown vegetable stock to a simmer.in 
a saute pan. Add the onions and cook, covered, 
over moderate heat, until the onions are tender 
and translucent, about 15 minutes. Add the 
asparagus and mushrooms and stir well, simmer- 
ing uncovered for 5-7 minutes until tender. 

Add the optional diced tomatoes, season with 
salt and pepper, and stir in the parsley, garlic, and 
lemon zest. Warm through. Spoon this mixture 
over either soft or baked polenta and serve at 


once. 
BROWN VEGETABLE STOCK 
(Makes 4 Cups) 
2 yellow onions, cut in quarters 
1 red onion, cut in quarters 
5 carrots, cut in chunks 
3 leeks, cut in chunks 
3 stalks of celery, cut in chunks 
1 clove of garlic, cut in half 
1 bay leaf 

Preheat the oven to 450F. Put the cut 
vegetables in a heavy baking pan. Roast in the 
oven, uncovered, stirring occasionally, for about 1 
hour. 

Transfer the vegetables to a stockpot. Cover 
with 2 quarts of water. Bring to a boil and simmer, 
covered, for 1 hour. Strain. Cool to room 
temperature and refrigerate for up to 4 days or 
freeze for up to 1 week.

‘Jaws’? Adventure! 


On July 6th, 1993, a group of shark fisherman— 
John McCormick, John Wies, Ba Boccasile, 
Mark Poggi, Jim Maloney, and Ernie Malone— 
were enthused over the beautiful, sunny, and 
calm day; at times, they could see four or five 
sharks circling the boat in the chum slick that the 
captain, Mark Skorupski, and his mate unloaded 
to attrack the sharks. 

The group motored past Block Island early in 
the morning and reached their location 30 miles 
out on the Atlantic Ocean. 

The feeling held true. Barry Boccasile latched 
onto a mako shark at 8:30 a.m. and fought the 
175-pound monster for 25 hard minutes before he 
was successful in bringing the prize catch 
alongside the fishing boat (where it was lashed 
for a safe haul back to the mooring. 

The shark jumped twice during the hard-fought 
battle; the first time it jumped, it cleared the water 
by six to seven feet. 

Ernie Malone and Mark Poggi (both of whom are 
Agawam fishermen) took turns fighting a larger 
mako—estimated by Captain Mitch to run 225 to 
250 pounds—for over an hour. Disappointedly, the 
fish escaped just five feet from the boat when the 
wire leader separated from the monofilament. 

Jim Maloney of Agawam caught the largest 
shark of the day; however, it was a blue, which is 
not edible. The weight was estimated by the 
veteran captain to be between 325 and 350 
pounds. 

Everyone had a full day, with 11 blues being 
caught and released, and the one mako for the 
yearly clambake that’s held by Barry’s company, 
Molta Real Estate, Inc.

Golf Tip Of The Week

Mistake — Sloping 

There are four basic slope troubles that 
can cause you woe: uphill, with the ball 
above foot level; downhill, with ball below 
foot level; sidehill, with ball below foot 
level; and sidehill, with ball above foot 
level. 

The most common difficulty is in the 
uphill lie, where the tendency is to Jet the 
lie of the ball and the land push you back 
so that you “‘fall away” from the shot and 
lose such balance as you might have. 

Loss of balance often comes from an 
attempt to make this shot as’if it were a 
normal flatland short iron stroke with nor- 
mal backswing. Falling back, needless to 
say, will work against your accuracy. 

Correction 

To play from the basic uphill lie with 
ball above right foot level, move your 
hands a couple of inches down the shaft 
of the club. Try to keep your weight lean- 
ing forward without leaning too heavily 
on your knees for support. 

Aim your iron somewhat to the right of 
the target to compensate for the hill. Aim 
for a spot on the fairway ahead of you or 
on the green. Use a_shoulder-high 
backswing. A wedge or short iron will do 
you the most good here. 

When the ball is below your back foot 
level, hit it from a little farther back in 
your stance. Aim your short iron 
somewhat to the left of your target. The 
ball should fly lower than from an uphill 
lie. 

When you're stuck on the side of a hill 
with the ball above foot level, an average 
short iron recovery shot will tend to fly to 
the left, so aim a bit to the right. When the 
ball is lying sidehill below foot level, 
stand closer to it and aim to the left of the 
target. 

If you have body trouble in your swing, 
these are fine shots to practice because 
their heaviest demand is on the hands 
and arms.
